Regulations For 


Farmers Selling Meat 


Il’armers who plan to sell or give 
uway meat after May 18 are re- 
quived to register with their local 
War Price and Rationing Board be- 


Tore they begin to market the 
meat, Prescott H. Vose, Director 


of the Maine OPA, announced to- 
day. He said the requirement that 
‘farmers register at local boards is 
part of anew regulation called OPA 
Control. Order 1—~Livestock Slaugh- 
ter and Meat Distribution—which 
is designed to provide better dis- 
tribution of the present short sup- 
ply of meat. 

“Tower meat pvoduction, com- 
pared with last. year, and contin- 
ued high military requirements 
have resulted in a serious meat 
distribution problem,” Vose de- 
clared. 

“The Order has the purpose of 
increasing the amount of livestock 
slaughtered in Iederally inspected 
plants, by decreasing the amount 
of slaughter in non-iederally in- 
spected plants. This increased 
slaughter will protect the require- 
ments of the Armed Torces and 
ether government needs and at the 
same time make available for ship- 
ment across state lines a larger 
proportion of the civilian meat 
supply. 

The Maine OPA Director ex- 
plained that under the new Meat 
Control Order slaughterers are di- 
vided into three classes as follows: 

Class 1 Slaughterers—Those who 
operate slaughtering establish- 
ments subject to federal inspec- 
tion. No limitation is ~placed on 
their slaughter since they are al- 
ready subject to heavy Government 
“set-aside” orders. , 

Class. 111 Slaughterers— Resi- 
dent operators of farms. who 
slatightered livestock or had liva- 
stock slaughtered for them, from 
which they sold or transferred dur- 
ing 1944 not more than 6,000 
pounes of ‘meat. 

Class 11 Silaughterers—Includes 
all other slaughterers, In this 
group are included non-Tederally 
inspected commercial slaughterers 
any persons other than farm 
and retail slaughterers, as well as 
eustom slaughtered for them—re- 
slaughterers, who had livestock 
gfardless of whether it was done ly 


a, Federally inspected establishment 
or a non-lfederally inspected ¢s- 
tablishment, 

Vose gaye the following detafls 
about what the farm slaughterer 
must do under the new order: 

“Phere is no restriction on the 
slaughter of livestock which the 
farmer has raised and from which 
he wishes to obtain meat for home 
consumption. : 

“Tarmers who expect to “gell or 
give away meat after May 138, 1945 
are required to register with thelr 
local War Price an@ Rationing 
Board before they begin to market 
the méat. Forms can be obtained 
from local boards for this regis- 
tration. 

The local Board will assign the 
farm slaughterér a quota in pounds 
of dressed meat for each of the 
four quarters of the calendar year 
equivalent. to 100 percent of what 
the farmer sold or gave away dur- 
ing the corresponding quarters of 
1944 provided he turned in the 
number of ration reports and cou- 
pons required under the rationing 
regulation. 

“tf the farmer did not turn in 
the full number of ration poinrs 
required the local Board will give 
him a quota equivalent to his 1944 
sales ov deliveries only if he signs 
a simple compliance statement in- 
dicating that he understands the 
rationing regulations and agrees in 
the future to collect the full point 
value for the meat and turn the 
points in to the local Board. 

‘Tf a farmer has a quota assign- 
, ed for a given quarter, he is re- 
quired to mke at least one ration 
report to the local Board during 
(tha quarter or at the end of the 
quarter is required to notify the 
Board that he did not make any 
deliveries of meat during the quar- 
ter, Tf he fails to. meet this simple 
requirement, the local Board will 
notify him in person or by regis- 
tered letter. If the requirement 15 
not then satisfied within 80 days, 
the local Board will automatically 
cancel his nermit and his quota for 
the entire year, 

“Parmers who sold no meat in 
1944 can register with their local 
War Price and Rationing Board 
and obtain a quota for deliveries 
up to 400 pounds a year.”

Their values are so different from 
ours. The news broadcasts from 
Tokyo and Shanghai are an exam- 
ple. These broadcasts are utterly 
ridiculous, 

During our first week on Okinawa 
they constantly told of savage coun- 
terattacks when there weren't any. 
They told of driving a large part of 
our landing forces back to the boats 
and far out to sea, when actually 
they fired only a few shots onto the 
beaches, 

On D-Day plus four, they broadcast 
that despite their counterattacks we 
finally succeeded in landing 6,000 
troops. The truth is that by sun- 
set of the first evening we had an 
jneredible number of scores of thou- 
sands of Americans on Okinawal 


The crippled Jap air force cannot 
do us anything but spasmodic harm 
from now on, And their navy 
needn’t ever be considered. If you 
could see the*colossal naval power 
we have here you could hardly be- 
lieve your eyes. It's one of the most 
impressive things I’ve seen in this 
war. 

We have plenty of troops in re- 
gcrve, and new convoys of supplies 
have already begun to arrive just 
as we finished unloading the origi- 
nal massive supply fleet,

On Okinawa the majority of the 
Japs ate on the southern tip, and 
in considerable strength, The north- 
érn area is being combed and a fev 
scattered ohes mopped ip.

But my self-assignment on the 
Okinawa blitz was to write about! 
the marines and that’s what I con- 
tinue to do. I landed with the ma- 
rines, crossed the island. with them, 
and have been living with them 
amidst fleas, mosquitoes, goats and 
a few Japs, hiding under bushes. Sa 
naturally I want to tell you about 
them. 


Marine corps blitzes out-here have 
all been so bitter and the marines 
have performed so magnificently 
that I had cenjured up a mental pic- 
ture of a marine that bore a close 
resemblance to a man from Mars. 
I was almost. afraid of them myself. 


Finds Marines 
Human, After All 


I did find the marines confident, 
but neither cocky nor smart-alecky. 
I found they have fears, and qualms, 
and hatred for war the same as 
anybody else. They want to goa 
home just as badly as any soldiers 
I’ve ever met. I found them good, 
human Americans. 

They are proud to be marines. 
They wouldn't be in any other | 
branch of the service. Yet they are’ 
not arrogant about it. And I found 
they have a healthy respect for the 
infantry. |

marine spoke of a certain army di- | 
vision—a division they had fought |

To Head of Nation

Forty years ago Harry Tru- 
man was plowing behind a 
mule on a Missouri farm. To- 
day he is in the White House, 
in many ways the most power- 
ful man in the world. 

The new president was born in 
Lamar, Mo., May 8, 1884, Four 
years later his parents, John Andetr- 
son and Martha Young Truman, re- 
turned to Jackson county, 125 miles 
north, which was the ancestral 
home of both, Harry grew up on the 
600-acre family farm in Jackson 
county near Grandview. His mother, 
still-alive at 92, remarked reminis- 
cently last fall when he was electéd 
to the vice presidency: 


“That boy could plow the straight- 
est row of corn in the county. He 
could sow wheat so there wouldn't 
be a bare spot in the whole field. 
He was a farmer who could do any- 
thing there was to do—just a little 
bit better than anyone else.” 

During his grade and high school 
days Harry distinguished himself 
by his  scholarship,. He was an 
omnivorous reader, an earnest stu- 
dent of everything, When he gradu- 
ated in 1901, he hoped to go to col- 
lege, but, although his father was 
known as the ‘best horse and mule 
trader in the county,’ family 
finances would not permit any more 
education for the eager youth. He 
won an appointment to West 


Point, but was rejected for weal: | 


eyesight. 

Harry decided to make his for- 
tune in nearby Kansas City. After 
a few years at small jobs — drug 
clerk, bundle wrapper on the Kan- 


sas City Star, bank clerk, timekeep- | 


er on a railroad gang — he went 


back to the family farm at his ' 


grandmother’s invitation. 
Went to War. 


For the next few years working 
the big farm took all Harry’s tinie. 
Then in 1917, he volunteered for the 
army, and soon became a lieuten- 
ant of field artillery. While in train- 
ing camp he organized a canteen 
for the men, and took care of them 
in many other ways. Later he rose 
to a captaincy, and led his com- 
pany in hard fighting in Saint Mihiel] 
and the Argonne campaigns. On 
the boat home Harry was zommis- 
sioned a major, 

Soon after returning to Missouri, 
he married his childhood sweet- 
heart, Elizabeth (Bess) Wallace, 
granddaughter of the first mayor of 
Independence, Mo. The ceremony 
took place in the Episcopal chtirch, 
Mrs. Truman's sect. 

In 1919 Truman decided to go into 
business, so he entered partnership 
with a man whom he mét in army 
life, and established a haberdash- 
ery store in Kansas City, Harry 
invested his entire fortune, amotint- 
ing to about’ $15,000. At first the 
bisiness prospered but the sharp 
recession of 1921 brought disaster, 
Truman did not go into bankruptcy, 
but chose to pay off his debts as 
well as fhe cotild, In 1934, when 
elected to the U. S. setinte, he was 


| still meeting old bills. 


Somewhat accidentally, he got 
into politics, An. army acqiiaintance 
who was a nephew of Thomas Pén- 
dergast, then Democratic leader in 
Kansas City, suggested Harry ‘Tru- 
mari for soine small position. ‘The 
astute Pendergast, discovering that 
Trtiman was weil known and liked, 
had the backing 6f the American 
Legion, arid was anxious for a new

sional speeches and assisted in party 
organization work. 

The young man’s integrity 
and energy were effective and 
he was placed on the ticket for 
county judge in Jackson county. 
Truman won, and discharged his 
duties. well during his two-year 
term, 1922-24. He was defeated 
in his try for reclection, how- 
eyer, the only political setback 
in his career. (The office of 
county judge in Missouri corre- 
‘sponds to county superintendent 
in other states.) 

Truman studied law. at night 
: during his terrn of office, and gained 
‘admittance to the bar. Then in 1926 
he was elected presiding judge of 
_ Jackson county which includes Kan- 
isas City, and environs, 
Handled 60 Million Dollars. 


“I had charge of the spending of 
1 $60,000,000 for highways and public 
buildings,’*’ Truman said later, 
| “Nobody ever found anything wrong 
: With that, and it wasn’t because 
they didn’t look, either. We built 
, more miles of paved roads in Jack- 
; son county than in any other county 
in the country, with only two ex- 
+ ceptions,.’”’ 

Truman was repeatedly reelected 
‘to this office until 1934. He had 
sought the nomination for governor 
in 1930, and for county collector in 
1932, but party heads advised him 
to wait a little longer. Then in 1934 
came the big chance. Pendergast 
put Truman on the ticket for the 
U. S, senate. This was not such a 
favor as it might seem, for Pender- 


gast did not expect victory in that | 


year. By a peculiar stroke of luck, 
however, the opposition was divided 
between two strong candidates, and 
Truman's own popularity sufficed to 
win him a seat in the august upper 
house, During his first term Tru- 
man remained somewhat obscure, 
making few speeches, and in gen- 
eral following the lead of Mis- 
souri’'s senior senator, Bennett 
Clark. 

With few exceptions, Senator Tru- 
man supported the party program. 
He voted for the original agricul- 
tural adjustment act, the Wagner 
labor act, social security, the Ten- 
fessee valley authority, and the 
joining of the World court. In his 
second year he voted for the Florida 
Ship canal and Passamaquoddy dam 
project, The only meéasuie he op- 
posed was the President’s veto of 
the bonus payments. 

Ti 1988 and '39 he supported 
preparedness appropriations and 
leiid-lease; He was chairman of 
a subcommittee thit investi- 
gated railroad finances, leading 
to the Transportation Act of 
1940, His work ii diafting the 
Civil Acroiiaiilics authority was 
outstanding for thoroitghtiéss 
and practicality, ;

Soon after resuming his seat he be- 
came interested in reports of ex- 
travagance in construction of army 
camps, Truman requested funds to 
set up an investigating committee, 
with himself as chairman, Within 
a few months the commiltee un- 
covered widespread waste, excés- 
sive purchasing, profiteering and in- 
efficiency in military contracts. In 
the first report the committee at- 
tacked ‘‘needless waste" amounting 
to $100,000,000 in the army’s can- 
tonment construction program. 

Plenty to Investigate. 

Complaints poured into the com- 
mittee’s headquarters, One con- 
cerned inferior steel plate in naval 
construction—an investigation dis- 
closed a-serious situation, which was 
corrected. The committee brought 
about a reversal of policy when 
housewives complained about a 
shortage of sugar for canning. 
Thirty-one reports were issued—all 
unanimous on the part of the six 
Democratic and four Republican 
members, The committee was in- 
strumental in consolidating the vari- 
ous and conflicting war agencies 
into the War Production board. It 
helped to end bottlenecks in syn- 
thetic rubber and aluminum produc- 
tion, It advocated subcontracting to 
small war plants.

Powers Must Co-operate 
on Colonies, Says Stanley
